2. Citations and explanations: 

Document 1: JP, 10-335295, A (Dainippon Screen Mfg. Co., Lid.). 18 December, 1998 (18. 12.98), 
full text, all drawings (Family: none) 



The sub ject matters of claims 1-8 and 12-18 do not appear to be novel in view of document 1 
cited in the ISR. Document 1 discloses a liquid treating apparatus and method, in which a treating 
liquid is supplied from two pairs of treating liquid discharge nozzles installed at the top and the 
bottom in a treating tank, with the respective amounts of the treating liquid discharged from the 
nozzles changed over time. 

The subject matters of claims 9-1 1 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of 
document 1 cited in the ISR. Document 1 does not describe a flow control device, but considering 
the description "a chemical liquid with a predetermined concentration is produced" (page 4, column 
5, line 1), it is considered that document 1 suggests a constitution for keeping the concentration 
substantially constant such as a flow control device. So, a person skilled in the art could have easily 
conceived of employing the said constitution. 

The subject matter of claim 19 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of 
document 1 cited in the ISR. Recording a software capable of being executed by a control computer 
into a recording medium is a commonly used technique. So, a person skilled in the art could have 
easily conceived of recording the liquid treating method described in document 1 into a recording 
medium as a software capable of being executed by a control computer. 
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
